COST OF LIVING INDEX 


_ The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
Cost of Living Index meaagures Giang- 
es in retail prices of izoods and ser- 
vices. The officers have investigat- 
ed the average costs to an urban 
wege-earning family, “It has nothing 
to do with standayds of living, but 
measures changes in the-cost of the 
family budget of the same amount 
and kind of commodities over a 
long period of time. 

It is found that the index is about 
182 today on the basis of the index 
being 10 in 1987-38, 

Some 1500 families of 5 persona 
each were. investigated, *!Tlie income 
of these families was from $600.00 
to $2,800.00 per year. House own- 
ers and tenants’ spent about the 
same for shelter, 

The average family spends about 
81 percent of the outlay for food, 
19 percent on shelter, 6 percent on 
fuel and light, 12 percent on cloth- 
ing and 9 percent on house furnish- 
ings and laundry. The remainder 
goes for insurance, recreation, 
health etc. j 

The’ weekly earnings have gone 
up about 100 percent since 1937-38, 
wien family allowance and pensions 
included, This world-wide inflation 
has been bad for those on fixed si» 
comes. The retaiP prices of 160 
articles have been compared from 
month to month. The list includes 
everything from hai? cuts to depre:

More Than 18,000: Beaver 
Ear-Marked For 
Fur-Coat Market 


EDMONTON.—More than 18,C00 of 
Alberta's. beaver are ear-marked for 
the fur-coat market this year in a 
government program to keep the 


dam-building, animals in equilibrium 
between the harm and good they do. 

Beaver have been heavily protect- 
ed for-10-years and now are flourish- 
ing in most parts of the province. So, 
under a conservation scheme, 914 
permits have been issued to Alberta 
farmers, allowing them to trap vary- 
ing numbers of beaver on their lands. 
The number has been set by indi- 
vidual inspection of each farmer's 
land, He can sell the furs he col- 
lects, 

The permits are bound to widely- 
ranging points as far north as the 
Peace River and as far south as the 
Crow's Nest: Pass. 


Canada’s Firs 
Processing Plant 
At Edmonton: 


EDMONTON.—A $250,000 gas pro- 
cessing plant, first of its kind in 
Canada, now is operating on Edmon- 
ton’s eastern limits, general manager 
D. K. Yorath of Northwestern Utili- 
ties limited, announced. 

The new plant will assist in meet- 
ing’ the increased demand for natural 
gas service in fast-growing Edmon- 
ton, - 

The: plant provides a market for 
oil field gas from the Leduc area, 21 
miles south of Edmonton. The Le- 
duc gas, piped from Imperial Oil’s 
conservation plant at Devon, Alta.,, 
will be mixed at the processing plant 
with the company’s gas supply from 
the Viking-Kinsella field, 

An average of 11,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas daily now is being chan- 
nelled to the plant through one pipe- 
line ffom Devon, Another three 
pipelines are bringing 15,000,000 cu- 
bic feet daily from the Viking-Kin- 
sella field, The peak winter load will 
be more than 100,000,000 cubic feet 
daily from these two sources, 

The Viking-Kinsella field had been 
Edmonton's sole source of gas sifce 
1923, 

Construction of the processing 
plant was necessary because of the 
wide difference in the composition. of 
the Leduc and Viking-Kinsella natur- 
al gas supplies. .It makes adjust- 
ments to thousands of. heating ap- 
pliances in Edmonton unnecessary.

a strike against the Braves of the 
native brotherhood of B.C. ‘ 

Mrs. Mary Hall of Bella Bella, 
president of the Native Sisterhood of 
B.C., said her graup “is on strike 
now to demand an equal voice with 
the men in the running of our af- 
fairs,” 

She said the Indian women—can- 
nery workers, netmakers and mend- 
ers—now have no voice in the bar- 
gaining carried on in the coast fish- 
ing&industry by the brotherhood. 

The Native Brotherhood bargains 
collectively for the Indian fishermen 
much as the United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers Union (T.L:C.) does 
for the white fishermen. 

“We are on strike for equality, and 
the vote — and we mean business,” 
Mrs, Hall said.

EDMONTON.—A large-scale devel- 
opment programme in the Lloydmin- 
ster oil. field bas been announted by 
Excelsior Refineries limited in co-op- 
eration with Wilrich Petroleums lim- 
ited and associates, 

The proposed drilling programme 
follows recent expansion of the Ex- 
celsior refinery. to handle increased 
demands for products of Lioydmin- 
ster’s heavy black crude. The field 
straddles the northern border be- 
tween Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

Excelsior plans to drill 60 wells, 40 
of them this year. The company al- 
ready has 80 wells on production in 
the region. The refinery’s capacity, 
originally about 1,200 barrels of oil 
daily, has been more than doubled.

Canada's First Horse Meat 
Store Does Rushing Trade 


EDMONTON.—Horse meat is proving popular in Edmonton. 
That's the word from O. B. Moore and E. S. Ferguson, co-owners 
of Canada’s first horse meat store. The shop—named The Pony 
Market—now has been in operation for several weeks and the 


Owners say business is booming. 


They also claim there hasn’t been 
one serious complaint to date about 
their product. 

“At first’, Mr. Moore said, “our 
customers were mainly persons who 
had previously eaten horse: meat 
overseas and welcomed an opportun- 
ity to purchase it again. 

“But now we get almost as many 
Edmonton-born customers as those of 
European descent.) 

“Why, last Saturday alone about 
600 -people bought meat in our store 
and many of them have lived here 
all their lives.” 

The greatest attraction to budget- 
conscious housewives is, of course, 
the meat’s relatively low price range 
as compared to other meats. 

Most cuts sell for about 40 per 
cent, of regular beef prices. Top price 
for a horse tenderloin, for example, 
is 40 cents against $1.50 per pound 
for beef cuts of that class, 

Loin steaks sell for 35 cents com- 
pared with 95 cents for good quality 
beef steaks in nearby shops. Rump 
roasts or pickled hindquarters cost 
about 36 cents a pound and ground 
horse meat 25 cents... 

The owners did not run into as 
much opposition as they counted on 
when they first approached the pro- 
vincial government with the idea of 
selling horse meat for human con- 
sumption. 

However, the shop’s opening was 
delayed, until the Edmonton City 
Council ‘approved the issue of a retail 
licence and the Provincial Livestock 
Branch approved regulations cover- 
ing sale of the meat. 

Numerous citizens protested to the 
council claiming they refused to eat 
horse meat and might get stuck with 
some if sale became legal. 

These protests were brushed aside 
by the council, however, after the 
city health officer said objections to 
sale of the meat were “purely psy- 
chological”, 

Council ruled, however, that no 
other meats were to be sold in the 
store and it was to be clearly adver- 
tised as selling horse meat only. 

The horses for the meat are sup- 


plied by a processing firm with planta 
in Swift. Current, Sask,, and Edmon- 
ton.- 


This processing firm has been in 
operation for some years now and 
sold millions of pounds of horse meat 
to UNRRA for export to Europe af- 
ter World War II. 

About 11,000,000 pounds of pickled _ 
horse meat went to Belgium and al- 
most 60,000,000 pounds of canned 
meat was sent to the Belgian Congo. 
An additional 9,000,000 pounds of 
frozen hindquarters were exported to 
France, Belgium and Holland. 


B.C. Lumber — 
Industry Gets 
$50 Million Order 


VANCOUVER. — The British Col- 
umbia lumber industry got a $50,- 
000,000 order from the British timber 
control board, 

Word was received a new contract 
for the sale of 600,000,000 board feet 
had been negotiated by a group of 
B.C. lumbermen now in the United 
Kingdom. 

Shipments will total about 50,000,- 
000 feet a month, starting in July. 
Present contracts with Britain expire 
in June. 

The price is slightly higher than 
last year, lumbermen here said, but 
is still under the ruling world export 
market price.

shall figtt on the beaches, we shall 
fight on the landing grounds, we shall 
fight in’ the fields and in the streets, 
we shall fight in the hills; ‘we shall 
never surrender.” Orowfoot, away 
back in those days, when faced with 
similar circumstances, said “Thoug): 
our enemies ‘be as strong as the sun 
and as numerous as the stars of 
heaven, yet will we defend our 
lodges.” He and his like were among 
the striking men who emerged from 
those very primitive conditions. 

The transfer of this property from 
the Indians to the white people came 
about with very little in the way of 
clashes or bloodshed, It is true that 
some three thousand Sioux Indians, 
under Chief Sitting Bull came from 
the northern states into Canada and 
offered the Canadian Indians blank- 
ets and ponies and other things if 
they would join them in wiping out 
our Mounted Police, and then cross 
the border and help them extermin- 
ate American forces, But Crowfoot’s 
advice prevailed. He wished to remain 
loyal to the reigning monarch, Queen 
Victoria, and he persuaded his war. 
riors not to join the Souix, He liked 
the Mounted Poltce. He said, “They 
come to protect us, as feathers pro- 
tect the birds from the frosts of 
winter.” Later Louis Riel drew up 
a bill of rights—and a very good 
bill of rights it was—and sent it to

It has proved a great boon to 
our people, On the other hand, we 
on our part have given the Indians 
much more than was provided for in 
the treaties. For instance agricul 
tural units operated “by qualified 
officers have been established onthe 
reserves; ‘much has been done to 
promote the education and the health 
of the Indians, and Indian mothers, 
of course, get the family allowance. 
Assistance has also been igiven to 
build up the funds of the Indian 
bands, For instance the Blackfoot 
Indians, finding that they did not 
need 640 acres for each family of 
five, in 1910 sold 116,000 acres for 
$1,600,000. This money was ear- 
marked as follows: $50,000 for 
tiorses, cattle and feed; $350,000 for 
homes, roads, fences on the reserves 
and things of that kind; the interest 
on the balance to be applied to the 
maintenance of old and infirm In- 
dians. 

So today we have this treaty, which 
will be added to the others on the 
records, 

As the honorable member for New 
Westminster (Hon. Mir. Reid) ex- 
plained, it seems certain that this 
treaty was thought out with great 
care, We in Canada have pers 
haps the highest standard of living 
of any country. in the world except 
the United States, and ‘when _ this 
bill is put into operation it will be 
a recognitation of our debt to the In- 
dians. It will give them an oppor- 
tunity to improve their standard of 
living and to become a part of the 
Canadian community. In that way 
they will enjoy the benefits of our 
laws and assume some of the ra- 
sponsibilities of Canadian  citigen- 
ship,

Fighting Weeds With 2,4-D 
It is estimated that no less than 
20 million acres of small grain creps 
in Western Canada will be treated 
with 2,4-D in 1951. The success of 
this tremendous undertaking will 
depend largely upon the farmer's 
ability (1) to recognize the weed or 
Wy he wants to control; (2) to 
tinderstand their habits of pont 
and (3) to apply 2,4-D at the right 
dosage and at the right time.

Proper Application . Important. 
Controlling weeds with 2,4-D is a 
specialized farm practice. But like 
any other farm practice application 
must be done properly for best 
results. In using 2,4-D the follow- 
ing points are important. (1) The 
kind of weed, thé stage of weed 
growth, and growing conditions will 
determine the amount of 2,4-D 
required for effective and” economi- 
cal weed control. (2) Most annual 
weeds are more sensitive (suscep- 
tible) to 2,4-D when they are in 
the seedling stage and when mois- 
ture ‘and temperature are favorable 
for rapie growth, With most com- 
mon farm weeds early treatment, 
just as soon as crop conditions per- 
mit, will not only save chemical but 
give effective control. (3) To avoid 
crop injury, 2,4-D should be applied 
at the right stage of crop growth. 
(4) Follow the recommendations of 
your local weed officials.
